1, Examination of the photographs of the autopsy to determine the exact 
location of the back wound of the President© Was it at the bare of 
the neck or 5-6 inches down from the base of the neck? Tied with 
the evldenoe on the Zapruder film and other photogx*aphe, the 
trajectory of the bullet could be exactly determined* 

2. Examination of the original 8m film of Zapruder to determine whether 
Coimally was hit by the some bullet as the President* If not, what 
neonle shot the President and the Governor that day? Also, did 
President Kennedy’s head ove forward until frame frame 312, than 
Jerk violently backwards after frame 312, If so, who wns the assassin 
in front of the parade? 

3* Can the features behind the pioket feno® on the grassy knoll in the 
Moorman picture be determined? Can the feature in the window- next 
to infamous sixth flopr window of Book Depository be determined on the 
Robert Hughes’s film? 

k* Gathering together and examination of all presently available film®, 
photographs, taken before, during and after the assassination to see 
if evldenoe, not reviewed by the Commission, may contain basic clues 
• as to the activities of various people involved that tragic day In 
Nov ember* 

5* Investigate the some 20 to 30 death* e poeaibly related to the 
assassination, 

6. Was Oswald oossibly a CIA agent? Hie high security position in the 
Marine Servioe as well as his ability to return to th© U.Se-s© 
easily (ith his wife), possibly infer this relationship. The laok • 
of lookout oarda on him in our security departments also seems 
unusual for defeotors* In addition t bl i Orleans activities 
should be reexamined in light of his possible ties to conservative 
ctrcu s hioh were working with the CIA* s »
